New Yorx, June 29.—Col. Wm. L. Tren- 
. folm, President of the American Surety Oo., 
who ina recent visit to India made a special 
study of the currency of that country, has 
the following to say on the silver question: 
News about the closing of the mints of 
India is to the effect that the mints will no 
longer coin rupees for private account. That 
means, if lam not mistaken, tliat the Indian 
Government ts going to do somewhat Ike our 
‘ Government—refuse the free coinage of sil- 
ver, but use the mints for the coinage of 
Government silver. There is, however, 
this difference between our action aad 
| + that which is supposed about to be 
‘taken in India, and that is that the 
action of this Government was uncer the 
direction of the law which prescribes peri- 
odic purehases, while if the Indian Govern- 
ment buys silver and has it coined they may 
buy where they like, when they like, and will 
probably be able to buy very cheaply. I 
‘think it Mkely the Indian Government was 
influenced to take this step by several con- 
‘siderations: First, as a revenue measure; 
second, as a measure favorable tothe im 
provement of the market in India for English 
manufactures; third, as a means of checking 
the overproduction of silver, which has been 
going on for a number of years and is really 
the cause of all the trouble. 
ne Dnances of the Government of India 
have deen for a long time very much em- 
barrassed by the fact that the Government 
is under obligations to pay its European em- 
_.ployes and pensioners in gold, while its 
revenues have been wholly in silver. If the 
people in India were in position to enforce a 
' higher rate of taxation than that heretofore 
_ prevailing, the increase in the expenses of 
the Government, afising out of the con- 
stantly increasing premium on ster- 
ling exchange, might have been 
met by larger revenues, but, 
unfortunately for the Government, the 
people of India have been for many years 
taxed to their utmost capacity. The three 
bundred millions of people in India have no 
other standard of value in their minds 
than that which is represented by the silver 


rupee; consequentiy, during the fifteen 
@ecining prices ia the value of. 
silver, the masses in India have been going 
on, giving the same amount of labor and the 
same amount of property forthe rapee that 
they have been accustomed to give for that 
coin during long antecedent periods. 
ein closing the mints to private indi- 
. viduals, the Government tacitly reserves to 
itself the monopoly of the use of the mints 
for changing the silver bullion into silver 
coins, and itis very likely that in that way 
the revenues fromthe mints will hereafter 
form a very large and much needed addition 
to the resources ofthe Indian Government, 
fornow they can buy for the gold value of 
one rupee nearly enough silver Dullion to 
coin into two rupees,and as these two rupees 
will be paid out through the Government 
expenditures in India in each, or a full 
rupee’s Value in the time,labor and products 
of the people of India, the Goverament will 
make one hundred per cent profit on every 
rupee thag it coins. 
he second reason assigned for the action 
of the Government is toimprove the market 
in India for English manufactures. As long 
asthe price of silver was constantly declin- 
ing in England and the estimated value of 
the rupee in India remained fixed in the 
minds of the people there was a a con- 
siderable profit in exporting silver Dullion 
from England to India, in having it coined, 
and one of the effects of this was to greatly 
stimulate the exports of the products of 
India to t Britain. The effect ot this 
was felt in the Onited States through the 
medium ofthe English markets for wheat and 
cotton, becduse, as the wheat and cotton of 
this country. which were sold in Engiand 
came into competition there with wheat and 
cotton that came from India, the larger the 
Indian supplies, and the more cheaply they 
were 90 707 0 , the more restricted was the 
Geman for our products and lower prices 
ore reaifaed. but the increased exports of 
dian products to England were not as 
tas the increased shipment of silver to 
ia and, therefore, the amount of English 
manufactures shipped to India was dimin-

SMELTERS STILL AT WORK. 

DENVER, Colo., June 23.—The Omaha and 
Grant, the Globe and Boston and Colorado 
smelters here, together with about a dozen 
big silverand lead smelters throughout the 
State were not closed down at once, as has 
been reported in the East. These works 
have ore contracts on hand which will keep 
them in operation until Jan, 1, no difference 
what the price of silver may be. 


THE MOLLIE GIBSON CLOSED, 

ASPEN, Colo., June 29.—The famous Mollie 
Gibson mine, the greatest silver producer in 
America, closed down last night, and unless 
there is an advance in the price of silver, 
or a plan agreed upon by the mine mana- 
gers of Denver, it will not operate until 
such a time as it will be justified in doing so, 
There is not left in full operation a single one 
ofthe big properties, and it is the opinion 
that all of the smaller ones will Glose by the 
end of the week. Thetotal number of men 
laid off yesterday was 465. 


SILVER MINES SHUTTING DOWR. 

SPOKANE, Wash., June 29.—Oceur D’Alene 
men now in the city repoit that smelters all 
over the country have refused to purchase 
any more silver on account of the low price 
of the metal. A. B. Campbell, chief owner 
of the Gem mine, where a strike ig on, t ele- 
graphed to-day to Wallace to close the 
Standard and Union mines.

| TERBITORIAL JUDGE REFUSES TO VA- 


_ OATE FOR THE NEW APPOINTER 


Several Old Treasury Officials Who Have 
Deen Removed Threaten to Appeal 
Their Oases to the Courts—Atty.-Gen. 
Olney Much Embarrassed Thereby— 
Washington News. 


WaskIneton, D. O., Jane . -The ques- 
tion of the right ot the President to remove a 
pubiio before the expiration of his 
term Of tour years without assigning cause 
comes up in @ new phase, differing from the 
points raised in Alabama recently. Oertain 
old officials in that State, it will be remem- 
bered, setup theclaim that the President 
had no power to remove them before the end 
ot their terms. One or them was the old 
United States Attorney who refused to ‘give 
way tothe new appointee, The matter came 
up in court, and.while the court did not ren- 
der any decision inyolving the ques- 
tion at tiasue, it cut the Gordian 
Knot by simply recognizing the new ap- 

tee and refusing to listen to the old 
United States Attorney. Nowa judge in one 
of the territories refuses to turn his office 
over tothe new judge appointed by Presi- 
dent Oleveland, and  Atty.-Gen 01 ney 
issomewhat embarrassed dy the situation. 
The old judge is *‘removed’’ on paper, but 
physically he is in possession of his office to- 
Gay. .There are also several old treasury of- 
ficials who resent their removal to the extent 
of threatening to appeal the cases to the 
courts, These cases differ from the cases in 
the Department of Justice in that the re- 
moved persons held their commissions from 
the Secretary of the Treasury instead of the 
President of the United States. Some doubt 
is expressed in high official circles 
as to the absolute right of 
removal of a person holding a presidential 
commission. The late Caleb Cushing is 
usually quoted by those who entertain this 
view. Ine legal opinion rendered while he 
was Attorney-General he argued at some 
length against the right of absolute removal 
of officials who were appointed by the Presi- 
dent with the advice and consent of the 
Senate.“ His deduction was that the tame 
power that consummated the appointment 
must be co-operated in making the removal. 
This opiinon, however, seems to stand alone, 
and during all administrations the power of 
removal has been exercised by the 
President and now that that para- 
graph of the tenure of office 
act relating tothe term of service has been 
repealed, it is contended that there is noth- 
ing in the lav that abridges or qualifies the 
right ot the Presiaent as to removals.

The attention of the 
Civil Service Commission has been called to 
the subject by some of those recently af- 
fected and Commissioner Roosevelt has had 
an extended conference with Secretary Car- 
une. enn on this nme.

The Meeting Will Continue Four Days— 
At Least 10,000 Delegates Expected to 


Be Present-Music Hall Beautifully . 


Decorated—Called to Order by Mr. Wil- 
son M. Day—The Proceedings. 


CLEVELAND, O., June 20.—To-day marks an 
Important era in the great religious move- 
ments of the present age. It is the begin- 
ning of the first international Epworth 
League conference, to be held here to-day 
and the following three days. By to-night it 
is expected that 5,000 delegates will be pres- 
ent. Before the conference is over it is 
thought that the number will be doubled.

waited or tried to wait on the delegates as 
fast as they arrived. The latter kept coming 
all day long. The room was full of them, and 
the men in charge had their hands full regis- 
tering and assigning them to their quarters. 
There were a thousand andone questions to 
be asked and a thousand and one to be 
answered. Every room in the Hollenden was 
taken before.6 o’clock last evening. Other 
hotels are taxed to their utmost capacity, 
and boarding-houses are rapidly filling up. 
One delegation of four hundred came in from 
Pittsburg this morning. 
t2o0’clock Music Hall presented a lively 
appearance. Last evening the State Prohibi- 
tion Convention concluded its deliberations 
and the Epworth Committee on Decorations 
lost no time in taking down the temperance 
banners and other decorations peculiar to 
the cold water people, and banners more ap- 
propriate for the Epworth League were substi- 
tuted.

THE CHOLERA PROSPECT. 


Europe €Etill Suffers, Hamburg Water 

Filthy and This Country in Danger. 
From the Engineering Magazine. 

The most recent advices are that cholera Is 
still raging in Russia, and that it existsin a 
slight degree in Hamburg and in some parts 
of France. The probabilities are unless 
travel and immigration from Russia are 
immediately and strenuously interdicted, 
and unless the water supply ot Hamburg 
is made absolutely pure, that cholera 


will mh pear in an epidemic form in Germa- 
ny and France this spring and summer. But 
these two contingences are within human 
control, Travelers grants may be 
prevented from entering Geriean and puri- 
ty of the water of Hamburg m secured. 
While cholera has net been epidemic in any 
European during the past ter, 
sporadic or isolated cases have 
curred ee eee in some 
There are persons— 
not say S assert that true 
Asiatic cholera exists in Paris during the en- 
tire year. Certainly it was there last sum- 
mer. Assuming these statements to be facts, 
we have good reason to fear that this disease 
will reappear in New York barbor during 
the summer of 1893. But it is quite possibile 
for the city of New York and the other ports 
ofthis country to be so protected, and for 
those coming here with the disease to be so 
isolated as to prevent an epidemic in the 
United States 
As to the prevention of cholera, much has 
been said for and against strenuous mari- 
time quarantine. The more ignorant the 
nation the more intense and annoying the 
varantine, whether maritime or on the land 
rontier.

ALTGELD’S CITIZENSHIP. 


A Question as to Whether He Is Legaily 
Goveruor of Illinois. 


CurcaGco, III., June 29.—The Chicago Journal 
has raised the question of Gov. Altgeld’s 
citizenship and desfres to know whether he 
is legally the Governor of Illinois or not. 
The Journal says Gov. John P. Altgeld 
was born in Prussia in 1849 and came to this 
country while a boy. If his father 
was oe a citizen while Alt- 


geld wa boy, Altgeld is all 
right, but if “Altgeld,” Sr., waited until Alt- 

geld, Jr., was 21, then nis title to the gov- 
ernorship is cloudy. The entry on the regis- 
tration lists in accordance with the latest law 
reads; 

Residence, 1832 Frederick street; place of nativi- 
ty. Germany; term of residence in the precinct, 
twelve years; in county, seventeen years; in State, 
seventeen years; naturalized, yes; by act of Con- 
gess, yes; ualified voter, yes; date of registration, 
Oct. 26, 1 ; removed to springfield. 

There is nothing to show where or when 
Gov. Altgeld 's father was naturalized, and 
good Jawyers state that anjexplanation is in 
order. 

The law provides that every alien who 
served inthe army may becomea citizen by 

etitioning for it. Gov. Altgeld served 3 a 
months in Co. C, 164th Infantry 
ment, but there is nothiag to show 1 6 
ever petitioned to become a citizen 

The knowledge that Alt eld was in s mpa 
thy with the Amnesty Association was known 
before his election, as he signed the petition 
for Neebe’s pardon presented to Gov. Fifer.

It is nog true as 
with us when any one that hawks is 
a hawker that any one who ‘‘costers’’ in 
London would be a coster. The cos - 
ders are a separate race. They are the only 
bawkers here. They are a distinct, charac- 
terful and integral part of this great and ever 
wonderful Babel of London. ItisMnown that 
they have been precisely what they now are 
for neariy 500 years. 
The earliest record of London coster- 
ynongers’ cries is said to be in Lydgate’s poem 
oft London Lyckpenny’’ in the time of Henry 
V., about 475 years ago. Shakspeare refers 
contemptuously to ‘‘costermonger times;’’ 
Ben Jonson makes his Morose swogn if he 
bears a costermonger’s cry; and Dr. Johnson 
gives the deriviation of ‘‘costardmonger’’ as 
originating in the street sale of apples or 
tards round and bulky like the head. 
he result is that the costermongers of the 
CTondon of to-day form almost a little realm 
fthelrown, ever changing in confines yet 
hangeless in character and antiquity; with 
A purer strain of blood, of its kind, than half 


of the English nobility; and with ancient 


customs and traditions remaining inexorable 
Jaws of guidance to themselves; all toa more 
marked degree than is true of any equal 
umber of people in any corner of Europe. 

At his daily labors the coster will have on 
his head a small cioth cap well to one side, 
with the visor either pointed to the sky or 
Bawing one side of his neck. He is never 
without his black or flashily colored silk

as thickly as they can be placed around the

I could s 
Was a Costerwoman; and in a few ane 
waiting I gathered enough to know that 
weeping peas-sheller had run away from 
coster father and mother, married a coster 
yo of ‘‘fancy’’ or sporting proclivities, 
and t the latter, possessed of a frenzy 
over some chaffinch or dog, had stripped the 
, time after time, of Aonkey, cart and 
Delongings, as often lost all; and, worse 
yet, had become so infamous among his kind 
that in all London he could not borrow a Half 
crown to startanew, usually an easy thing 
for a toster to do, nor so much as a ‘‘thr’: 
Henny dit“ with which to quench his 
thirst and drown his despondency. That very 
morning Becky, the weeping peas-sheller, 
had tragically left her incorrigible husband 
for good and all; and at that very mo- 
ment the latter, known as — Jom“ 
for his ill-lack and incorrigibility, was turn - 
ing away from gibing coster groups, one 
after another; the picture of trretrievable 
despair. 

The language of these folk is simply un- 
printable, not because of the costers’ inten- 

tional obscenity and profanity, as they have 
the deepest pridein their own speech and 
ways, **Slumpsy Jem’’ himself quailed un- 
der the fusnade that morning. He slunk 
away, like one pursued, and 1 followed him. 
Half way down Southampton street, he 
made a last effort to retrieve himself by beg- 
ging a loan from Jenny Williams the Minder“ 
—& minder of whips for the last thirty years for 
all the greengrocers’ carters who crowd that 
thoroughfare between the Strand and the 
market, Jenny was ‘‘up to snuff,’’ and beat 
him of with her whips. Then he plunged 
into-the Strand at a run, squirmed among 
and through the thundering vehicles, St. 
Paul’s way, to Waterloo Bridge, here halted 
a moment or I could not have overtaken him, 
and then started doggedly towards the Surrey 
side. He afterwards told me it was for ‘‘a 
header’’ into the Thames. 

But I soon ran alongside him, and before 
e was half way tothe middle of the bridge 
had him by the shoulder, and then telling 
him he could attend to the little matter he 
had in mind just as well later in the day, 
marched bim, a willing and wondering pris- 
oner, to a cheap grill-house in the Strand, for 
breakfast. Even an outcast coster-monger, 
filled with good food and in company where 
the clink of silver is, is a differeat sort of 
fellow than one just on the point of taking 
a header“ off Waterloo Bridge.

It was a still greater go“ when, a half hour 
later, I had him help me ransack every foul 
pawn shop in the Minories and we gathered 
up all the poor ghreds oftheir home - belong - 
ings, even to his own ODriliiant Sunday 
*‘*kingsman,’’ or neckcloth, the veritable 
four-shilling ‘‘pegging’’ chaffiinch which 
bad been his downfall, and Becky’s famous 
ostrich plume, the erst pride and envy of 


Shoreditch; and after such a charwoman’s 


scrubbing and scouring as the place had 
never before known, got the broken home 
together again in the self-same spot before 
St. Paul’s Delis had struck the mid-day 
chimes,

We were soon at Drury Lane. I knew an 
ale-house, hard by Long Acre, where the 
peas-shellers drowned their woes when their 
work was done, and sometimes danced and 
fought. Sure enough Jenny was there, still 
weeping over a pot of four ale and a cold sau- 
sage; but the greatest ‘‘go’’ of all was these 
costers’ meeting, drenched in tears, drowned 
in a full ‘‘gallon o bitter’’ for parting 
cheer among the now enthusiastic peas- 
sheller companions, and storm-swept with 
or bli mes!“ Strike me deads, or luck - 
eys!’’ and other stin more unctious coster 
oaths. The poor do nah h’eyes’’ were 
quite put out’’ on seeing her {fittle, and 
loved if little, home rebuilt as if by magic 
and all the fueful prophecies of her nagging 
companions sO marvelously put to naught; 
and, todothe poor soul justice, her grati- 
tude and delight were inexpressibly greater 
to discover thatthe magic, the total cost of 
which had been but three pound, four, had 
been wrought on the unfilnching condition 
that Slumpay Jem was a reformed gambler 
now and evermore. 

I left them alone with th® greatest joy that 
had ever come to London costers until even- 
ing. Then we dressed in our best and joined 
im a costers’ tea-party at a near coster 
friend’s; for ina few hours their great good 
fortune had been nolsed about, and, as with 
other folk of higher grade, the silver key had 
unlocked unwilling doors; and afterwards 
passed a thriliful hour at a genuine White- 
cha pel penny gaff,’’ where from 400 to 500 
costers, Billingsgate porters, Lambeth 
butcher boys and Whitechapel riffraff 
were packed in a noisome old shed, 
to wi a alk, or out · 
rageously ridiculous pantomine or voiceless 
melodrama, or wordle$s tragedy, in which 
there were indescribable murder, highway 
robbery ,and other iurid crime, but all enacted 
without spoken word to evade the law gov- 
erning dramatic representations; and got to 
our bedsin Bell lane before midnight—for I 


the coster fashion completely (until the pair 
were well on their feet in this strange Lon- 
don coster world, 

On Sunday there is a crazy sort of fair of 
goats, fowls, ferrets, rats for destroying 
beetles, rats for the pit, chaffinches, rabbits 
and much other unsavory live stock, held in 
the rear of Shoreditch Church in Hare street, 
hard by our coster home. After breakfast 
we repaired thither and bought a respectable 
second-hand barrowand donkey for ‘‘two 
pun ten;“ gome sieves, shallows and baskets 
for a few shillings more, and then spent part 


of the day in Epping Forest with a million or 


so of other lowly London outers. On Mon- 
day we were all at Covent Garden 


market, at # o’clock in the morning, 


and had a load of crisp vegetables dis- 
posed of by 1 o’clock in the afternoon 
among the ‘‘ludging ‘ouse’’ keepers orf 
Bloomsbury, at a net profit, ineluding some 
repairs for our cart and harness and food for 
our donkey, which had proven a brave and 
heartsome beast, of 6 shillings 4 pence. On
